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Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, Claims 1-36 in the reply filed on 10-24- 
2004 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that there is not an undue burden placed 
on the examiner. This is not found persuasive because The restriction is valid because of the 
different classification and that the method claims are not directed to solely the transformer as 
disclosed. The transformer has no magnetron as claimed and additionally the method claims are 
directed to a microwave with oil. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4, 9-11, 18-21, 26-28, 33-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Ito in view of Harms et al.(U.S.Pat.4,954,679). Ito does not explicitly show 
oil. Harms discloses a magnetron device that shows oil used to in a transformer. It would have 
been obvious to use oil to cool the transformer and because the oil is substantially transparent to 
electromagnetic radiation. 



Claims 5-6, 12-17, 22-23, and 29-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Ito in view of Kim(U.S.Pat.6,4145,291). Ito does not explicitly show welding. 
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Kim discloses a microwave device built by welding. It would have been obvious to use welding 
to manufacture the device because welding does not require additional parts.
